HISTORY  OF  SALUNGA 


/^cCN  ALUNGA  IS  A  small  rural  community 
locateci  the  heart  °f  Pennsylvania’s 
fanned  Lancaster  County.  The  village  lies 
in  the  Townships  of  East  and  West  Hemp- 
'  field  and  is  approximately  seven  miles 
west  of  the  city  of  Lancaster.  The  Salunga  area  in¬ 
cludes  the  village  and  the  surrounding  rural  areas 
and  includes  portions  of  East  Hempfield,  West  Hemp- 
field,  and  Rapho  Townships. 

The  economy  of  the  Salunga  area  is  based  largely 
on  agriculture.  The  agricultural  value  of  the  soil  at¬ 
tracted  many  of  the  early  settlers  to  the  area,  which 
is  known  for  its  well  kept  farms.  Many  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  establishments  of  the  town  are  also  associated 
with  agriculture. 

The  area  now  known  as  Salunga  was  formerly 
inhabited  by  numerous  local  Indian  tribes.  Salunga 
owes  its  name  to  these  ancient  people.  The  name  Sa¬ 
lunga  is  contracted  from  the  latter  part  of  the  Indian 
word  “chiquesalunga”  which  means  literally,  “the 
place  where  the  crabs  or  crayfish  burrow  or  make  for 
themselves  holes  in  the  ground  or  the  place  where 
the  ground  is  full  of  holes  made  by  crayfish  or  crabs.” 
The  local  Indians  used  their  name  “chiquesalunga” 
to  refer  to  the  present  Big  and  Little  Chiques  Creeks. 
The  use  of  this  word  by  the  Indians  was  restricted  to 
phonetics,  therefore,  many  variations  may  be  found  in 
its  English  spelling.  Books  on  Indian  place  names  in¬ 
dicate  that  ours  is  the  only  Salunga  in  North  'America 
as  well  as  in  the  whole  world. 

The  Salunga  area  was  originally  settled  in  and 
around  1760  by  a  Scotch-Irish  family  named  Scott. 
Therefore,  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
well  as  numerous  local  historical  groups,  recognize 
1760  as  the  year  of  Salunga’s  founding.  Josiah  Scott, 
one  of  several  Scott  brothers,  was  a  surveyor  and  is 
reported  to  have  built  a  large  stone  dwelling  house 
and  office  on  his  land  near  the  Lancaster  and  Mount 
Joy  Turnpike.  Josiah  Scott’s  brothers  were  Samuel, 
Abraham,  and  Alexander.  All  of  the  Scott’s  were 
Presbyterians  and  members  of  the  Donegal  Church. 
Their  grave  markers  may  still  be  seen  in  the  Donegal 
Cemetery.  All  of  these  four  brothers  acquired  land  in 
the  Salunga  area  on  warrant  from  the  Penns.  Alexan¬ 
der  Scott  built  the  house  located  on  the  Bear  farm 
which  Mr.  J.  Richard  Nissley  has  recently  restored 
for  his  office.  Alexander  Scott  also  achieved  military 
fame,  for  he  was  a  captain  in  the  French  and  Indian 
War  and  also  a  veteran  of  the  Revolution.  Samuel 
Scott  built  the  Chiques  Hotel,  which  he  later  passed 
on  to  his  nephew  Hugh  Pedan  who  was  the  landlord 
during  the  Revolutionary  period.  General  Washington 
is  said  to  have  been  a  guest  several  times  at  the 
Chiques  Hotel.  This  hotel  stood  opposite  the  present 
Mount  Joy  Legion  and  was  removed  around  1875, 


when  Andrew  Garber  replaced  the  site  with  its  pres¬ 
ent  brick  structure. 


German  Mennonites  were  also  among  the  early 
settlers  in  the  Salunga  area.  Johannes  Hiestandt  was 
one  of  the  first  German  Mennonites  to  acquire  land 
and  settle  in  the  area.  The  Salunga  area  was  thus  a 
transition  zone  between  Scotch-Irish  and  German  set¬ 
tlement  in  Lancaster  County. 

In  1838  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mt.  Joy,  and 
Lancaster  Railroad  (now  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad) 
was  constructed  through  Salunga.  This  was  a  boom 
to  the  town’s  growth  and  development. 

In  1841,  Col.  Jacob  Hostetter,  who  lived  in  the 
present  home  of  Mr.  J.  Howard  Peifer,  laid  out  nu¬ 
merous  building  lots  on  his  land,  thus  increasing  the 
size  of  the  village  greatly.  Col.  Hostetter  proposed 
changing  the  name  of  the  village  to  Utica,  no  doubt 
after  Utica,  New  York.  His  new  name  was  never  fully 
accepted  and  the  village’s  former  name,  Salunga,  was 
retained.  Mr.  Verne  Hiestand  is  currently  the  cus¬ 
todian  of  a  map  of  the  village  which  was  made  by 
Col.  Hostetter  in  1841.  Several  years  later,  Christian 
Stoner  laid  off  additional  lots  on  his  land  which  was 
situated  to  the  east  of  Hostetter’s  land. 

The  following  citizens  of  Salunga  fought  in  the 
Civil  War,  which  began  in  1861:  David  Cooper,  Phil¬ 
lip  Metzler,  and  Captain  William  Ritzel. 

In  1871  the  Salunga  Literary  Society  was  founded 
by  Mr.  Abraham  B.  Kreider.  Mr.  Kreider  kept  this 
Society  in  existence  until  1889.  During  this  period  the 
Society  had  many  interesting  meetings  in  the  homes 
of  members  and  at  Maple  Grove  School.  They  also 
presented  numerous  plays. 

In  1873  Salunga  was  made  a  post-office.  Israel 
Landis,  father  of  the  noted  poet  and  printer,  David  B. 
Landis,  served  as  the  first  postmaster.

HISTORY  OF  SALUNGA 


In  1889  the  Salunga  Methodist  Church  was 
founded  in  the  living  room  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Peifer.  Mr.  Peifer  donated  the  land  for  a  church  and 
the  building  was  finished  and  dedicated  on  October 
27,  1889. 


The  Salunga  Church  of  the  Brethren  was  founded 
in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  H.  Herr.  The  Sa¬ 
lunga  Brethren  Meeting  House  was  built  in  1887  at 
a  cost  of  $3,000.  The  dedicatory  sermon  was  preached 
by  Elder  William  Hertzler  on  December  12,  1887. 


The  1890:s  were  the  era  of  town  bands,  and  the 
Salunga  band  was  well  known  in  Lancaster  County. 


In  1893  the  Mennonite  Church  was  built  on  land 
donated  by  Jacob  Hiestand.  Ten  different  ministers 
spoke  at  the  dedication  services  on  October  15,  1893. 


In  1893  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  began  survey¬ 
ing  in  order  to  straighten  its  route.  The  changing  of 
the  route  necessitated  the  removal  of  several  build¬ 
ings  and  the  moving  of  the  recently  built  Methodist 
Church.  During  the  next  few  years,  the  present  rail¬ 
road  cut  was  completed  and  the  railroad  abandoned 
its  old  course. 


Soon  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Conestoga 
Transportation  Company  constructed  the  Elizabeth¬ 
town  Trolley  Line  through  Salunga  and  the* Salunga 
Station  and  rotary  were  constructed. 

World  War  I  began  on  July  28,  1914  and  many 
men  from  Salunga  served  their  country  in  the  line 
of  duty. 


During  the  1920’s  Salunga  had  a  noted  dance  band 
known  as  the  “Midnite  Revelers.”  Among  the  mem¬ 
bers  were  Charles  Baker,  John  Peifer,  now  director 
of  the  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  Band,  John  Herr, 
George  Shenk,  C'letus  Raffensperger,  Russel  Guise, 
Frederick  Holbine,  Frank  Eshelman,  Fred  Koser,  and 
Earl  Way.  In  1927  Earl  Way  succeeded  his  father, 
Harry  Way,  as  the  instructor  of  the  Midnite  Revelers.” 


In  1937  the  state  constructed  the  three-lane  high¬ 
way  west  of  town  and  the  old  iron  bridge  was  re¬ 
moved. 


The  United  States  declared  war  on  Japan  and 
Germany  in  1941  and  many  men  and  women  from 
Salunga  served  their  country  in  the  line  of  duty. 
Following  the  war,  the  community  clock  was  erected 
in  honor  of  all  those  who  served. 


The  Salunga  Mother’s  Club  was  organized  at  a 
meeting  held  on  November  28,  1945  in  the  Maple 
Grove  School.  In  1955  the  name  of  this  service  organ¬ 
ization  was  changed  to  the  Salunga  Women’s  Club. 
This  group  has  undertaken  and  sponsored  many  com¬ 
munity  service  projects  during  the  last  fifteen  years. 
In  1954  the  club  founded  the  Golden  Years  Group 
which  is  an  association  of  those  citizens  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who  are  over  60  years  old. 

In  1947  a  municipal  water  system  was  installed 
in  Salunga  and  Landisville. 

In  1948  and  1949  the  Pennsylvania  Route  230  by¬ 
pass  was  constructed  north  of  Salunga.  This  new  high¬ 
way  relieved  the  town  of  much  heavy  traffic. 


In  1955  the  Salunga  Fire  Company  built  the  Sa¬ 
lunga  Pavilion.  This  Pavilion  was  built  by  the  Sa¬ 
lunga  fireman,  under  the  general  direction  of  Eman¬ 
uel  Bomberger,  Benjamin  Hess,  and  John  Musser. 

In  1955  the  Eastern  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Mennonite  Church  established  its  offices  in  Salunga. 
This  is  now  one  of  the  central  world  mission  offices. 

In  1956  Mr.  Christian  Charles  converted  the  old 
Salunga  trolley  station  and  rotary  into  a  religious 
library.  Mr.  Charles  started  his  religious  library  in 
his  home  and  his  collection  now  numbers  some  30,000 
books.  This  is  now  one  of  the  largest  privately  owned 
religious  libraries  in  the  country. 

In  May  1960  home  mail  delivery  was  established 
in  Salunga  and  the  Salunga  Post  Office  was  made  a 
sub  station  of  the  Landisville  Post  Office. 

1960  thus  marks  the  200th  year  since  Salunga’s 
founding  in  1760.  In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  ex¬ 
tend  our  best  wishes  to  Reamstown  and  Maytown, 
two  other  Lancaster  County  communities  who  are 
observing  bicentennial  celebrations  in  1960. 


SALUNGA  BRETHREN  CHURCH 


HISTORY  OF  SALUNGA  CHURCHES 


THE  SALUNGA  CHURCH  OF  THE  BRETHREN 

- t - 

When  John  H.  Herr  and  his  wife  moved  to  Sa¬ 
lunga  in  1870,  there  was  only  one  member  of  the 
Brethren  Church  living  here,  a  Mary  Ann  Hoofstet- 
ter,  who,  however,  moved  away  about  this  time.  She 
had  a  brother  David  in  Pittsburgh  who  manufactured 
Hostetter’s  Bitters,  a  product  made  by  his  father  in 
Salunga.  The  son  became  very  wealthy.  The  Hostet- 
ter  burial  ground  was  located  behind  the  present  Sa¬ 
lunga  church  house.  The  wealthy  son  offered  to  give 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  congregation,  which  would 
build  a  meeting-house  here  and  keep  up  the  burial 
ground.  Prayer  meetings,  which  were  well  attended, 
were  held  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herr,  who 

i 

were  anxious  for  the  Brethren  to  preach  there.  Elder 
Harry  Light  promised  them  services  if  they  would 
open  their  house  for  this  purpose.  Brother  Light 
preached  about  a  week  to  a  crowded  house,  and  sev¬ 
eral  united  with  the  church. 

Mr.  Herr  was  instructed  to  buy  an  acre  of  land 
adjoining  the  Hostetter  Cemetery  which  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Brethren  trustees  April  1,  1887,  for 
$600.00.  John  H.  Herr,  elected  a  deacon  in  1883,  was 
one  of  these  trustees.  Mr.  Hostetter  not  only  gave  his 
five  hundred  dollars,  but  also  donated  to  the  church  in 
addition,  the  strip  of  ground  on  which  the  sheds  stand. 
Later,  another  small  strip  of  land  was  added  to  the 
Salunga  property. 

The  meeting  house  was  built  in  1887  at  a  cost 
of  $3,000. 

The  dedicatory  sermon  was  preached  by  Elder 
William  Hertzler  on  December  12,  1887.  The  Sunday 
School  was  organized  in  1908  with  Mr.  Amos  Hiestand 
as  superintendent. 

In  1920  the  church  building  was  remodeled  and 
numerous  changes  were  made. 


SALUNGA  METHODIST  CHURCH 

- t - 

The  Salunga  Methodist  Church  was  founded  in 
the  living  room  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  F.  Piefer  on 


May  9,  1889.  Rev.  Oscar  R.  Cook  and  Rev.  William 
Shoesmith,  pastors  of  the  Mount  Joy  Methodist  Church 
and  the  Peifer  family  who  were  members  of  the 
Mount  Joy  Methodist  Church,  had  held  prayer  meet¬ 
ings  and  revival  services  in  the  same  room  during  the 
two  previous  winters  with  a  number  of  conversions. 
Mr.  Piefer  gave  a  site  for  a  church  to  be  built  upon, 
and  also  stone  for  the  foundation.  The  corner-stone 
was  laid  on  June  23,  1889,  and  the  finished  church 
was  dedicated  on  October  27th  of  the  same  year. 


In  1892  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  surveyed  in 
order  to  straighten  its  track.  It  was  found  that  the 
new  line  was  to  go  through  the  center  of  the  church. 
The  railroad  gave  the  present  site  and  moved  the 
church  to  it  during  the  summer  of  1893. 


At  congregational  meetings  held  on  February  24, 
1957,  the  Mount  Joy  and  Methodist  Churches  voted 
to  consolidate.  On  November  7,  1957,  both  congrega¬ 
tions  approved  a  plan  of  consolidation  and  authorized 
their  trustees  to  present  articles  of  consolidation  to 
the  Lancaster  County  Court.  The  Court  granted  a  new 
charter  consolidating  the  churches  into  the  Chiques 
Methodist  Church  on  December  20,  1957.  Eight  acres 
of  land  were  bought  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roy  Breneman 
on  March  11,  1958.  The  corner-stone  of  the  new 
church  was  laid  on  June  7,  1959,  and  the  dedication 
services  were  held  on  November  10th  to  the  22nd, 
1959. 


SALUNGA  MENNONITE  CHURCH

The  Salunga  Mennonite  Meeting  House  became  a 
necessity  when  many  members  of  the  Landisville 
Church  moved  into  the  village.  In  the  summer  of 
1893,  the  brick  meeting  house  was  built  on  lands  do¬ 
nated  by  Mr.  Jacob  Hiestand.  At  the  dedication  on 
October  15,  1893,  sermons  and  addresses  were  heard 
from  ten  ministers.  The  principal  sermons  were 
preached  in  English  by  Bishop  Jacob  N.  Brubaker 
and  in  German  by  John  Landis. 


Services  were  held  continuously  in  this  church 
until  1952  when  the  meeting  house  was  donated  to 
the  Eastern  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Mennonite 
Church. 


HISTORY  OF  SALUNGA  FIRE  COMPANY 


«N  SUNDAY  MORNING,  April  10th,  1910, 
a  Pennsylvania  Railroad  engine  threw  a 
spark  on  the  roof  of  the  Hiestand  Coal 
and  Feed  Warehouse,  causing  a  fire  which 
destroyed  the  entire  site  and  adjacent 
buildings,  including  Annie  Musselman’s  house.  People 
from  surrounding  communities  came  to  witness  this 
disastrous  fire.  Nothing  could  be  done  in  the  way  of 
extinguishing  the  blaze — people  owning  property  in 
the  entire  community  were  watching  their  homes  with 
fear  of  total  destruction  of  the  town. 

Immediately  after  this  fire,  the  citizens  of  the 
community  realized  the  need  of  fire  protection,  and 
banding  themselves  together,  they  organized  the  Sa- 
lunga  Fire  Company  on  May  9th,  1910.  Their  charter 
was  granted  on  June  27th,  1910,  after  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  officers  were  elected:

On  November  7,  1910,  at  the  regular  monthly 
meeting,  a  four-wheeled,  hand  drawn,  cart  containing 
two  chemical  tanks  and  a  hundred  feet  of  hose  was 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  $585.00. 

In  1926  the  company  realized  the  need  of  ’a  mo¬ 
bile  unit  because  the  apparatus  was  unsafe  and  by  far 
too  slow.  It  was  then  decided  to  purchase  a  Larabee 
Chasis  which  was  taken  to  Philadelphia  for  the 
mounting  of  the  chemical  tanks. 

In  February,  1942,  it  was  agreed  by  the  company 
that  the  chemical  equipment  was  inadequate.  A  used 
Northern  Rotary  pump,  including  a  200  gallon  booster 
tank,  was  purchased  for  the  cost  of  $502,  installed. 
This  equipment  proved  very  satisfactory  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years,  inspiring  growth  and  activity  in  the 
Salunga  Fire  Company. 

Over  a  period  of  time  and  with  a  great  deal  of 
discussion,  the  company  desired  a  more  efficient  and 
modern  piece  of  fire  apparatus.  After  much  delibera¬ 
tion  at  the  May  meeting  of  1948  it  was  decided  to 
build  our  own  fire  engine.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  purchase  the  necessary  materials  and  to  construct 
a  modern  piece  of  fire  equipment. 

Adequate  fire  fighting  equipment  was  needed 
and  the  fact  that  old  reliable  was  out-moded  and  un¬ 
safe  for  firemen  to  ride  on  was  of  grave  interest  to 
many  in  the  fire  company.  Many  discussions  had 
arisen  as  to  whether  we  could  afford  to  buy  a  good 


piece  of  fire  apparatus.  To  buy  a  good  piece  of  appa¬ 
ratus  was  always  turned  down  because  of  finances. 

After  approximately  a  year  of  nightly  discussions, 
Robert  M.  Brubaker,  an  officer  of  the  Salunga  Fire 
Company,  sketched  his  version  of  a  seven-man  closed 
cab  and  submitted  this  to  the  fire  company  at  the 
May  meeting  of  1948  offering  to  construct  it  in  his 
spare  time  with  help  from  his  fellow  firemen  when 
services  could  be  rendered. 

With  great  enthusiasm  the  motion  was  made  and 
passed  that  Bob,  plus  the  help  of  a  committee,  pur¬ 
chase  a  60  gallon  American-Marsh  Multi-stage  Cen¬ 
trifugal  pump,  a  three-ton  Dodge  chasis  and  other 
necessary  materials  that  would  be  needed  and  con¬ 
struct  the  fire  engine. 

Funds  were  needed  for  the  start  of  the  project 
and  a  drive  was  made  in  the  community  and  sur¬ 
rounding  areas  receiving  a  wonderful  response. 

Night  after  night,  summer  and  winter,  work  pro¬ 
gressed  in  the  Brubaker  shop. 

On  May  27,  1950,  a  parade  and  program  marked 
the  dedication  and  housing  of  the  new  fire  engine. 

Salunga  has  always  been  greatly  indebted  to  Mr. 
Robert  Brubaker  for  this  great  service  which  he  per¬ 
formed  for  the  community. 

The  Salunga  Fire  Company  is  actively  supported 
by  Women’s  Auxiliary.

SPORTS  HISTORY  OF  SALUNGA 


ANY  OF  SALUNGA’S  inhabitants 
have  excelled  in  sports  and  atheletics. 
During  the  late  19th  century  when 
bicycle  racing  was  in  vogue,  numer¬ 
ous  contests  were  won  by  Salunga 
men.  Gene  Diffenderfer  and  Harry  Dattisman  took 
part  in  such  races. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  20th  century,  as  football 
were  active  with  school  and  town  teams.  Walter  and 
became  a  favorite  school  sport,  two  Peifer  brothers 
Howard  carried  the  ball  for  the  F  &  M  Academy  team 
in  successful  seasons. 

During  the  middle  1930’s  a  team  known  as  the 
Salunga  Indians  had  a  number  of  good  seasons.  The 
team,  coached  by  Earl  Way,  listed  such  players  as 
Wilbur  Hiestand,  Charles  Myers,  Albert  Keller,  Ross 
Newcomer,  Paul  and  Jacques  Miller,  Paul  Fackler, 
Hen  Schneider,  Sam  Shertzer,  along  with  help  from 
Arnos  Herr,  Dick  Nissley,  Marvin  Eshelman,  etc.  from 
Landisville.  They  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves, 
and  the  team  was  considered  one  of  the  best  of  the 
town  teams  in  Lancaster  County. 

During  the  1920’s,  Sam  Shertzer,  the  boxing 
champion  of  Salunga,  defeated  Blondy  Diffenderfer, 
the  champion  of  Landisville,  in  a  3rd  round  TKO  in  a 


match  held  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  implement 
store  owned  by  Kendig  Brothers. 

Early  in  the  1930’s,  Russell  Cooper,  with  the  help 
of  his  brother  Joe,  made  news  in  the  auto  racing  cir¬ 
cles.  Their  home-built  number  48  won  numerous  dirt 
track  races  on  local  and  distant  tracks.  Russell  drove 
the  first  car  in  many  successful  races  and  after  build¬ 
ing  a  new  and  faster  48  they  employed  drivers  who 
won  races  on  many  of  the  eastern  race  tracks. 

Henry  Miller  was  sent  to  Berlin,  Germany,  with 
the  1936  U.S.A.  Olympic  weight  lifting  team.  Hen 
represented  the  U.S.A.  in  the  178  pound  class.  This 
was  not  a  new  experience  for  Hen,  for  in  the  1932 
Olympics  held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  Hen  was 
sent  as  a  member  of  the  U.S.A  team.  Salunga  has 
always  been  proud  to  have  had  a  townsman  who  by 
hard  work  and  severe  training  made  an  Olympic 
Team 

At  the  present  time  Salunga  has  a  baseball  team 
called  the  Salunga  Indians.  Their  home  field  is  on  the 
Salunga  Fire  Co.  pavilion  grounds.  The  baseball  field 
was  laid  out  and  built  by  the  Hempfield  Sertoma 
Club.  The  Salunga  Basketball  team  finished  a  fine 
1959-60  season.  They  hold  the  trophy  for  that  season 
and  it  can  be  viewed  in  Bender’s  store. 


DO  YOU  REMEMBER  .  .  . 

How  Abe  Culp's  steam  engine  sneezed  and  wheezed  through  town  pulling 
its  long  train  of  threshing  rig,  bailing  rig,  and  water  tank  to  the  farms,  for  the 
annual  threshing  ordeal.  If ’you  do,  then  you  remember  the  tooting  of  its  steam 
whistle  that  mere  words  cannot  describe,  but  echoes  back  and  forth  within  some 
hollow  niche  of  every  man's  mind.  How  wonderful  it  is  to  tune  our  ears  back  to 
these  beautiful  sounds  of  the  past.  How,  when  events  turned  out  badly,  Abe  would 
threaten  to  pack  up  and  move  to  Waynesboro. 

How  John  Aston  enjoyed  telling  the  neighborhood  boys  gathered  around  him 
in  Hiestand's  Store,  how  he  ketched  the  live  polecat  and  put  it  in  the  bag  without 
having  an  accident. 

When  most  every  family  raised  chickens,  and  at  the  crack  of  dawn  the  town 
and  country  roosters  would  vie  to  see  which  could  wake  the  most  people. 

How  Doc  Kendig  would  give  you  a  bottle  of  medicine  and  a  pack  of  pills 
for  $.75  and  then  say  "if  this  doesn't  work,  come  back  and  I'll  give  you  something 
that  will." 

How  Clate  Strickler  could  be  seen  walking  home  from  work  with  his  lunch 
kettle  in  one  hand  and  the  always  present,  neatly  folded  jacket  over  his  right  arm. 

How  Sol  Baker  (an  expert  bicycle  rider  in  his  own  right)  took  a  flop  during 
a  daring  display  of  his  riding  ability,  before  many  spectators  in  front  of  Sam 
Eby's  store  and  then  proclaimed  "Sam,  many  a  man  would  have  fallen  there." 

How  Jake  Minnich  could  get  two  or  three  rooms  of  furniture  in  and  on  that 
old  Dodge  coupe.

The  present  Hiestand  feed  mill  in  Salunga  has  been  directly  in  the  Hiestand 
name  ever  since,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  years.  At  that  period  it  was  oper¬ 
ated  by  Phares  Musselman,  a  brother-in-law  of  Henry  S.  Hiestand.  After  the  fire 
which  destroyed  the  entire  building  in  April  of  1910,  S.  H.  Hiestand  purchased 
the  property  and  constructed  the  building  as  seen  in  the  picture. 

S.  H.  Hiestand  then  took  into  partnership  B.  Frank  Aston  in  1910  and  oper¬ 
ated  under  the  name  of  Hiestand  &  Company  for  a  period  of  23  years.  April  1, 
1933,  Mr.  Aston  and  S.  H.  Hiestand  dissolved  partnership  and  at  this  time  W.  C. 
Hiestand  took  over  the  management  of  feed  and  coal  business.  Emphasis  was 
placed  on  meeting  the  demand  of  the  feed  business  in  the  area.  An  expansion 
program  was  started  in  1937  which  added  an  addition  40  feet  two  stories  to  the 
west  end.  In  1945  the  need  again  was  met  by  an  addition  of  a  36-foot,  three 
story  building,  plus  a  five  bin  grain  storage.  In  1949  S.  H.  Hiestand  sold  to  W.  C. 
Hiestand  the  coal,  feed  and  grain  business.  During  the  period  from  1949  to  1955 
the  business  was  advanced  with  the  installing  of  modern  feed  grinding  and  mix¬ 
ing  equipment.  In  1955  S.  H.  Hiestand  sold  the  property  to  W.  C.  Heistand.  Then 
a  76-foot,  two  story  building  was  added  to  the  east  end  of  the  old  structure. 
Realizing  the  ever  increasing  need  for  farm  grain  and  storage,  an  additional 
20,000  bu.  storage  bin  was  added  making  a  total  capacity  at  present  of  over 
50,000  bu.  Today  Salunga  has  a  modern  and  efficient  feed  manufacturing  plant 
with  a  capacity  of  500  ton  bag  storage  plus  50,000  bu.  grain  storage  with  all 
the  modern  milling  equipment  such  as  two  hammer  mills,  an  attrition  mill,  four 
mixers,  pellet  mill,  grain  dryer  and  molasses  blender.  At  the  present  time  oper¬ 
ating  to  serve  the  farmers  of  the  area  are  a  fleet  of  nine  trucks  and  eighteen 
employes.  Larry  Hiestand,  who  represents  the  fifth  generation  of  Hiestand's,  is 
Sales  Manager.
